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WILL BE A LATE EASTER.

Spring Finery Must Be Kept Back Until
April 23.

This should be a gay social season
for there is going to be more of it
than usual. That is, it will be uninter-
rupted in an unusual way by the long
postponement of Lent. Lent is gov-
erned by the date of Easter, and this
year the great spring festival is later
than it was last year by a month. It
is within two hours of being as late
as possible for Easter to be.

Easter just misses being early this
year, but having lost one chance an-
other does not come for a long time.
On account of the advanced date of
Faster, Lent is correspondingly late, and
among other things the inaugural ball
of March 4 comes before Lent.' This
year the period of social inactivity be-

gins on March 8.
Easter Sunday is the Sunday follow-

ing the first full moon after the vernal
equinox. This happens to be a year
when the vernal equinox falls on 1:57
o'clock on the morning of March 21.
That is to say, the sun steaming along
at full speed, bound north on its appar-
ent diagonal trip around the-- earth,
passes the equator very early in the
morning of the 21st day of March.

Now there will be a full moon on
March 20, and -- if the sun should cross
the line before the moon's monthly full-

ing, Easter would come on the follow-

ing Sunday. But the moon is scheduled
to get full before the equinoxial period
and so another full moon must be wait-
ed for, and then the Sunday after that
is Easter. The next full moon is April
18, and this will land Easter on April
23.

This is the day the promenaders may
display new clothes and bonnets and
no matter how springlike the weather,
anything before this will be decidedly
premature.
